Chicago Sends the Banner Lodge—Dedica- 
tion of the Order’s Burial- Place. 
Louisvitte, Ky., May 17.—[ Special.] — The 
city is filled with flags, music, and warm- 
hearted, jolly visitors. The Elks have come 
to town. The annual reunion and 
grand lodge meeting of the benevolent and 
protective order will begin here tomorrow 
morning, and already the city is crowded with 
the delegates. 
There was no public parade today, the only 
ceremony being the dedicatjon of a large plat 
of ground in Cave Hill Cemetery as an Elks’ 
rest, or burial place. About 25,000 people 
assembled to witness the ritual ceremonies of 
dedication, which were conducted by Exalted 
Ruler Dr. Simon Quinlan of Chicago. Fol- 
lowing the services an address was delivered 
by Judge W. B. Hoke of the Louisville Lodge. 
The following lodges’ representatives ar- 
rived during the day: Indianapolis, Balti- 
more, Erie, Pa., Cleveland, O., Butler, Pa., 
Columbus, O., Evansville. Ind., St. Louis, 
Chicago, Reading, Pa., Pittsburg, Kalamazoo, 
Mich, Grand Rapids, Mich., Detroit, 
Birmingham, Ala., Greenville, Miss., Middles- 
borough, Ky. The Chicago lodge is the 
largest represented, and they came in a mag- 
nificent special train in which they will live 
while here. The Chicagoans have a candidate 
for Grand Secretary in John Wikoff White, 
whom they are booming. It is understood 
that Exalted Ruler Quinlan will in his address 
tomorrow deplore the giving publicity to any 
grievance of the members. He will refer to 
the charges against John L. Sullivan. These 
charges were preferred by Brother Hadden of 
Cincinnati to Sullivan’s lodge at Newark, N. 
J. The matter will be decided at this meet- 
ing. He will also speak of the trouble in New 
York between divided memberships of the 
Elks in that city, and will show he has gotten 
out an injunction restraining the Brooklyn 
lodge from appearing here at the meeting. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., May 17.—([Special.]|—The 
delegates to the annual District Grand Lodge 
No. 2, of the Independent Order of B'nai 
B’rith, met this morning at Harmonie Hall. 
They are seventy-five in number, with head- 
quarters at Cleveland, O. This is the wealth- 
iest and largest Jewish society in the world, 
having nine divisions, of which seven are in 
this country and two in Europe, and has 30,000 
members. The President read his report. 
He advocated that the few remaining 
lodges who use the German language 
in their meetings abolish it,as they want 
everything distinctively American. The re- 
port of Dr.. Wolfestein, Superintendent of 
the Orphan Asylum at Cleveland, was read, 
and gave the condition of affairs of the insti- 
tution, stating that 414 orphans were in 
charge. A fund of $5,000 was on hand, which 
will be expended in the creation of a technical 
school for boys. M. A. Marks of Cleveland 
was elected by acclamation as a trustee of the 
endowment board for the ensuing five years.

Great Displays Promised by Central and 
South American Countries. 
Wasutncton, D. C., May 17.—Willard P. 
Tisdell, the Special Commissioner to Colom- 
bia for the World’s Fair, reports that the 
manager of the Compana Colombiana de 
Transportes, which controls the naviga- 
tion of the Magdalena in that Repub- 
lic, has “granted the most liberal 
concessions in the interest of the Latin Amer- 
ican department of the Exposition, both in 
the transportation of exhibits and Commis- 
sioners: and also that they will sell at half 
rates excursion tickets to Chicago during the 
period of the Exposition. 
The Latin-American Department of the 
World’s Columbian Exposition received today 
a cablegram from W. P. Tisdell, special Com- 
missioner to Ecuador, who is now at Guaya- 
quil, announcing that he had received unofficial 
assurances that the Government of Ecuador 
would accept the invitation to participate in 
the Exposition and erect a building of its own 
at Chicago. Mr. Tisdellleft Guayaquil yee 
terday for Quito, the capital of Equador. 
Mr. F. A. Ober, the Commissioner of the 
Worla’s Columbian Exposition to the West 
Indies, reports that Mr. Musgrave, who is in 
charge of the exhibit made by the Island of 
St. Vincent at the Jamaica , Exposition, 
will bring to Chicago a group of Carib 
Indians, who are the descendants 
of the natives discovered by Columbus. 
These Indians will live on the Exposition 
grounds at Chicago as they live at home and 
pursue their industries, of which the chief is 
basketmaking.

CHINA’S QUEER 


ITS REASONS FOR REJECTING MINIS- 
TER BLAIR DO NOT AGREE, 


The United States May Call for an Explana- 
tion—European Nations Worried Over 
the Spanish Reciprocity Treaty—The 
Navy Department Cipher, the Invention 
of an Englishman, Does Not Always 
Work Well—Notes and Gossip from 
Washington. 

Wasuineton, D. C., May 17.—[Special.]— 
Ex-Senator Blair privately says he does not 
expect to hang around’? Washington much 
longer. He has been awaiting the return of 
the President. The labor organizations have 
taken up Blair's rejection by the Chinese and 
are threatening to make him their candidate 
for President if he stays in thecountry. Gen. 

Harrison does not particularly favor Blair as a 

rival, but he feels bound that his choice for the 

Chinese mission shall not suffer merely be- 

cause of an English intrigue, for it begins to 

look as though that were the real reason for 
the ex-Senator’s rejection. One of the attachés 
at the legation has stated that he has sought to 
have Blair declared non-acceptable because he 
had word that his mission would lead to a re- 
vival of the proposed concessions to 
Americans for building telegraph and 
telephone lines as well as banking privi- 
leges. This, however, had nothing to 
do with Blair's anti-Chinese record 
in the Senate. In view of these statements of 
the attachés it is said some diplomatic de- 
velopments may shortly be looked fon The 

United States does not in the slightest ques- 

tion the right of China to make known that 

Blair was persona non grata without giving 

reasons for it. But when reasons are volun- 

teered and they are conflicting the case may 
call for comment. Senator Mitchell of Ore- 
gon says he would not be surprised if the 
objections of the Chinese to Blair were with- 
drawn. 


TROUBLE FOR EUROPEAN NATIONS. 


How They Are Affected by the Spanish 
Reciprocity Treaty. 
Wasuinaton, D. C., May 17.—[Special.]— 
The trouble the European countries are going 
to have over the Spanish reciprocity agree- 
ment with the United States is endless. In 
forestalling revolution in Cuba Spain has led 
up to a semi-political alliance with this coun- 
try, which is bound to antagonize the nations 
on the continent. When its present commer- 
cial treaties with their favored nation clause 
expire the parties to them will seek concessions 
which Premier Canovas can hardly grant. All 
the European countries are anxiously await- 
ing the proclamation of President Harrison 
making known the exact terms of the agree- 
ment, and their Ministers here are on the 
lookout for everything bearing on the subject. 
While the Spanish agreement is on the eve 
of going into effect results are already com- 
ing in which show how much Secretary 
Blaine did for American merchants and man- 
ufacturers in the concessions he gained for 
them in Brazil. Today’s cable dispatches re- 
cite that the Manchester people are fearful of 
losing a goodly portion of their cotton trade 
and are urging on Lord Salisbury the impor- 
fance of securing some concessions from Bra- 
zil to offset the advantage the United States 
has gained. The same agitation is going on 
in Germany. The official publication of the 
Berlin (Germany) Chamber of Commerce, 
reporting the last meeting, which occurred 
April 20, says: 
The commercial treaty between Brazil and the 
United States, whose contents, as well as the 
action taken thereon by the Hamburg Board of 
Trade, we have already described in our report of

psic Board of Trade to addess the Imperial 
Chancellor. The Chamber of Commerce in Berlin 
has referred the question in regard to the effects 
of this treaty to the Expert Commission for In- 
dustrial Affairs, and has received the reply that 
beyond doubt Berlin industries will be injured 
thereby and that therefore it is desirable that 
Germany, by means of tariff or most favored na- 
tion treaty with Brazil, shall secure to itself sim- 
ilar advantages to those granted to the United 
States. In their petition the Chamber of Com- 
merce could refer to certain disadvantages of in- 
terested parties here, and perhaps make some 
suggestions in regard to the desired commercial 
treaty. 


CIPHER OF THE NAVY DEPARTMENT. 


An Invention of an Englishman That 
Doesn't. Work Well. 
Wasarneton. D. C., May 17.— [Special.] The 
Navy Department cipher is something wonder- 
ful, Officials in the department fear it more than 


It is the in vention of an Englishman. Several 
years ago the government paid the inventor 
$5,000 for his invention and this payment in- 
cluded teaching it to the naval officials. In 
time of peace the cipher worked all right. 
There was little call for its use 
and when a message could not be fully 
made out it was usually possible to guess 
with some certainty the undecipherable por- 
tions. But this plan does not work well when 
important orders have to be sent regarding 
the rights of neutrals and the like. It is the 
more exasperating when news of great im- 
portance comes in by cable, as it has been 
coming recently from the American vessels at 
Chilean ports. Friday a message was re- 
ceived from Admiral Brown at Iquique. It 
made known the Admiral’s arrival there on 
the San Francisco and alsd that Admiral 
McCann had come up from Valparaiso on the 
Baltimore. It took the naval experts three 
hours to decipher this message and 
there is a suspicion that they 
have not got the whole of the message 
worked out yet. In explanation of the poor 
working of the code it is said that its trans- 
mittal, often by telegraph operators ignorant 
of the English language, causes the mistakes 
which have proved so annoying. But the peo- 
ple who get up commercial ciphers usually 
have this in mind and they are arranged spe- 
cially with a view to the circumstances of 
transmission. Whén the Navy Department 
paid the Englishman $5,000 for his cipher the 
authorities seemingly did not stop to think 
that the four quarters of the globe were not 
especially provided with cable and telegraph 
operators trained to send that particular 
cipher. |

In Germany Hereafter They Will Have to 
Wear Stripes if Libelous Articles Ap- 
pear in the Papers by Which They Are 
Employed — Prominent Americans in 
Berlin—A Minnesota Man Who Wants 
to Ride Around the World on Horse- 
back.

Beri, May 17.—It has been left for the 

Reichsgericht to place the most odious, unjust, 

and absurd construction on the law of journal- 

istic responsibility. Henceforward the proof- 

readers ofa daily paper will be liable to im- 

prisonment for obnoxious or libelous articles 

appearing in the paper with which they are 
connected. The industrious State’s-Attorney 
and the newspaper-hating officials will no 
doubt see that the law, as interpreted by the 
highest court of the realm, 1s preperly carried 
out. In the case which gave birth to this 
iniquitous ruling, the editor of the paper 
which published the libel has been sentenced 
months ago, so that the offense, if it existed, 
has been fully atoned for. But outraged jus- 


tice as apparently not satisfied with 
a single victim; the typesetter was 
not to be found, and the foreman 


who placed the article between the column 
rules was dead, so the legal lightnings fell 
upon the poor proofreader. He at the trial 
had admitted having read the article and to

THIRD PARTY DELEGATES GATHERING. 


Probability of Serious Disagreement on the 
Work of the Cincinnati Meeting. 

CI NAI, O., May 17.—The advance guard 
of delegates has been straggling in through 
the day and about 300 of the 3,000 or more 
that it is expected will participate in the de- 
liberations of the third party gathering were 
on the ground tonight. 

Despite the fact thatitis styled a conven- 
tion, it is almost apparent thus early that the 
forthcoming gathering will be in reality a big 
mass-meeting. There has seemingly been no 
idea of conforming to a basis of representation. 
While it is anticipated that two-thirds of the 
States will be represented, yet two of them, Kan- 
sas with her 500, and Ohio with nearly as many 
more, will control, according to. present indi- 
cations, at least a third of the total vote that 
will be cast on every proposition. Hamilton 
County alone furnished credentials for nearly 
100 participants, representing such elements 
as the Knights of Labor, City Alliance, Rail- 
way Employés’ Association, Municipal Con- 
gress; the United Labor party, composed of 
adherents of Henry George, and the National- 
ists, or Bellamyites. 

As to the outcome of the conference there 
‘was not adelegate found ia town tonight who 
was willing to express himself with.any de- 
gree of confidence or certainty. There are 
two elements with widely divergent intentions. 
One is desirous that the conference shail 
bring a new party into existence, give it 
aname, and erect it upon a platform of 
declarations and principles. These are 
mostly from the North and West. The South- 
erners, on the other hand, deprecate hasty ac- 
tion, and urge that it would be more politic 
to reaffirm the views enunciated in the 
St. Louis and Ocala platforms, appoint an 
Executive committee to continue the propa- 
ganda, and assemble again next spring to de- 
termine whether a third party shall be brought 
into existence, and, if so, to christen it and 
place its candidates in the field for the next 
Presidential election. . 

The contest will inaugurate on the threshold 
of the conference. Col. S. F. Norton and 
Lester C. Hubbard, publisher of the Farmers’ 
Voice, will voice the demand for a new party, 
a name, and a platform to deal simply 
with finance; transportation, and the 
land question. The Southern element, 
with its Knights of Labor 
will, according to opponents, be willing to

Great damage was done here last night by 
frost. Fruit was almost totally ruined, and 
much injury was done to wheat and corn. 
CLAVILAN D, O., May 17.~Dispatches from 
towns in Northern Ohio report a pretty gen- 
eral frost last night, which did considerable 
damage to small vegetables and fruit. 
Crxctnnati, O., May 17.—Specials report 
killing frosts this morning in Huron, Seneca, 
Wyandotte, Fayette, and Licking Counties, in 
this State. The damage to apples, peaches, 
cherries; and to all small fruits in these sec- 
tions is reported completely destructive. 
Growing corn has been nipped and wheat 
badly frosted. In Huron County the ther- 
mometer dropped as low as 28° Fahrenheit. 
There was no frost in the immediate vicinity 
of Cincinnati, and no reports of it have come 
in from other parts of Hamilton County.

The Princes 
were entering the jinrikshas when 
Thunda, who was standing guard, dealt the 
Czarowitz a blow with his sword. Prince

Thunda several feet. The policeman ‘rose 
and made another rush at the Czarowita. A 
Japanese closed the front of the carriage and 
another Japanese wrested the sword from 
Thunda and cut him down, inflicting a severe 
wound. The Chief Bonze, with several guards, 
arrested the man, The Czarowitz’s injury 
has already healed. | 

A New Vvoleane in Armenia, 

The Diax-Neuvieme Siecle states commercial 
advices have been received at Marseilles from 
Trebizond ‘to the effect that a new volcano 
has appeared in Armenia at the summit of 
Mount Nimrod, in the district of Van, vomit- 
ing forth flames and lava.

RALSTON BROS,’ LOSS FULLY $30,000, 


It Proves Larger than at First Supposed—A 
$2,000 Blaze. 

Ralston Bros. of the Northwestern Fertiliz- 
ing company, which was almost wholly de- 
stroyed by fire Saturday night, found yester- 
day that their losses were greater than were at 
first supposed.

Developments in the Case—Lieut. Arch 
Little Hepe of Bringing the Murderers 


to Justice—The Butcher Anticipated the | 


Attempt to Reb Him—He Had Obtained 
His Own Revolver Five Minutes Before

Three men are locked up at the Deering 
Street Police Station on suspicion of being 
implicated in the cold-blooded murder of 
Butcher Joseph Reidel Saturday mght. They

All three are “ Bri toughs,” and 
Reddy Carroll is the only one of trio 
with any visible trade or means of livelihood. 
Delaney was arrested some hours after the 


murder early yesterday morning. The officers 


surrounded the house where he was in bed 
and when two of them rapped at the door 
Delaney got up, and naked as he was dashed 
through the back door into the arms of Ot. 
ficers McGuire and Dillon. Ali three suspects 
deny any knowledge of the crime and are 
voluble on the subject of their whereabouts at 
the exact hour the crime was committed. 
The police late last evening were still search- 
for William Lynch, another suspect. 
LY¥nch’s general description tallies with the 
tallest of the three murderers, and his reputa- 
tion is in no wise injured by any supposed 
implication in the Saturday night murder. 
Reidel’s wife and brother, his servant, Al- 
vina Passon, his friend Bender, and the ad- 
jacent grocerykeeper, Trybuszewski, tell a 
strange story of Reidel’s fear of three men. 
These men he pointed out to his wife and the 
Polish grocery-storekeeper. He was con- 
stantly pursued by the fear that they intended 
to rob and murder him. Not five 
minutes before his death he called Alvina, 
the servant girl, and made her bring him his 
revolver from up-stairs. The revolver was 
found in his hip poeket when his 
dead body was being redressed by the under- 
taker. The reason Reidel gave for his fear of 
the three men was that they knew he carried 


money about him and intended. to rob him ef |" 


it. His wife, who knows more than anyone. 
concerning these suspects, was hysterical dur- 
ing the greater part of yeste , but suc- 
ceeded in her few words of broken English in 
telling the officers that she would teil all to 
oroner’s jury, but could not even think 
now. : 
Scenes About the House. 

The long two-story frame building at No. 
2623 Hickory street, where the murder oc- 
curred, was surrounded by an eager, curious 
crowd all day yesterday di ing t 
edy. Up-stairs above the little market, in a 
front room, lay Reidel’s body. His wife, 
Mary, sat in a rear room, surrounded by sym- 
pathetic relatives. Reidel had three children, 
2 2 years and 3 months. The oldest 
child, a pretty biue-e git clung to her 
aunt’s skirt and asked if Papa wes asleep.“ 

Down-stairs George Reidel, the dead man’s 
brother, and several friends were inspecting 
the premises. Four feet in front of the chop- 
ping-block two sheete of brown wrapping- 
paper lay on the floor. A man’s foot in pass- 
ing misplaced the sheets, revealing a pile of 
sawdust dyed red with blood. It was where 
the butcher had fallen and died. The floor 
was soaked with blood which had poured 
from the wound in his head. 

The bullet thruugh his skull, The 
blood spu onto a chair fully six feet 
away. , Lieut Arch found a battered piece of 
lead beneath the chopping-block. its of 
flesh adhered to its sharp corners, but its pas- 
sage through the skull been so swift that 
it came out unstained by blood. 

The thieves secured no money. Five dol- 
lars in silver was found in his trousers pocket, 
and $85 in bills was discovered in an empty stove 
up-stairs, where he had hidden it that after- 
noon, 


Arch Not Hopefal. 

The detection of the murderers is considered 
improbable by the police. 

“Tt is a typical Bridgeport murder,“ said 
Lieut. Arch yesterday. ‘There is no clew to 
the murderers, and I doubt if they will be 
captured. The thieves meant to rob Reidel 
and met with resistance that surprised them. 
The men who entered that store knew Reidel’s 
habits and were unquestionably from the 
ee And from that neighborhood 
we know better than to expect any ‘squeals.’ 
We have no positive evidence against men 
under arrest. Bender and the Polish grocery- 
man were the only persons who saw the 
thieves, and they cannot describe them.“ 

A dozen detectives from the Central Station 
are at work on the case, besides ten officers in 
citizen’s clothes from Deering and Thirty-fifth 
Streets Stations. .

A SHOCKING MISCARRIAGE OF JUSTICE. 

Under the instructions of a Democratic 
court the trial of the ex-Democratic State 
Treasurer, Noland, of Missouri for embezzle- 
ment has ended in a disagreement of the jury, 
though the evidence was conclusive beyond 
even the shadow of a doubt Noland had 
taken and squandered about $33,000 of the 
State’smoney in gambling. In instructing the 
jury the court held that if it found Noland did 
s feloniously, unlawfully, and intentionally 
embezzle and fraudulently convert State mon- 
ey to his own uses it should find him guilty, 
notwithstanding the jury should find from the 
evidence that the defendant intended at some

When they reach majority they can elect for 
themselves what they will do, but not till then. 
The naturalization law provides that where a 
foreigner declares his intention, but dies 
before taking out his final papers, his 
widow and children may become citizens by 
simply taking the necessary oaths, If 
an alien comes here with minor children and 
does not become naturalized, those children, 
when they reach 21 and are emanci- 
pated from his control, may become citizens 
merely by taking an oath. The reasonable

Following this line of thought, Mr. Mac- 
Queary continued: 

There were persons in the Corinthian Church 
who did not believe in the resurrection of Christ, 
and St. Paul, Pharisee though he was, did not 
excommunicate them from the church. In his 
immortal epistle he argued the case with them 
and tried to persuade them of the truth 
of this doctrine. But be did not insist 
upon it as an artiele of faith which must be 
accepted on pain of forfeiture of church fellow- 
ship. Neither St. Paul nor any of the aposties 
had any other creed than that contained in the 
text, asimple, child-like faith in Jesue—in his 
personal life. 

I know the apostle 2 his epistle argues to show 
that Christ was the Son of God, but he was then 
speaking as a teacher; he was not insisting upon 
a belief in a special view of Christ as necessary to 
church fellowship. When men asked the great 
teacher the question, what they must do to 
saved, he answered, Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, trust in him, followin his footsteps, do 
his will, and thou shalt be saved.” It is because 
the churches have departed from this simple 
creed that Christendom is today split into a thou- 
sand creeds, that bite and tear each other with all 
the 2 ＋ wild beasts. 

Men are learning more and more clearly that 
charity and love arethe greatest things in the 
world; that. though we speak with the tongues of 
angels and have the gift of prophecy and under- 
stand ali mysteries and have all faith and submit 
our bodies to be burned, and have not charity, 
it profiteth us nothing.

The resolution was adopted. Financial 
Secretary Milo F. Peyton presented his resig- 
nation and his réport to May 1, 1891. te 
showed expenditures of $284 and receipts of 
$375. He reported that since Jan. 1, 1887, 136 
unions had joined the assembly, but that only 
58 remained, of which 28 are in good standing, 
30 being in arrears of dues. The total mem- 
bership is 13,400, Excitement was occasioned 
by this report.

Austrian practice has just been illus- 
trated by news from Vienna referring to the 
case of a notorious swindler who, when ar- 
rested, “intimated his readiness” to go to 
America if released from the penalty of the 
law. His intimation seems to have raised no 
surprise. We have not yet learned whether 
his offer has been accepted by the court; but, 
ifit has been, the inspectors at the Barge 
Office must keep a lookout for Prince Karl 
Lichtenstein of Vienna. 

Now, the nefarious and scandalous practice 
which exists in several Euro States of 
sending miscreants and mendicants to this 
country must be brought to an end, and end- 
ed forever. Such immigrants will not here- 
after be permitted to land at any of our ports 
or to come here by way of Canada. 

We serve notice to this effect upon all the 
governments, authorities, and courts in all 
the countries of Europe, including the Petty 
Sessions at Coleraine, the town functionaries 
of Stanzach, and the courts of Vienna.

MORE ROOM. REQUIRED IN THE ILLI- 
NOIs HOSPITALS. 
_——— 

Provisions of a Bill to Be Introduced in 
the Legislature Providing for a New 
Asylum to Be Placed Under the Charge 
of the Hoémeop respects of the 
World’s Fair and Lake-Front Bills Get- 
ting Through—General Political News, 


Sprinarizip, III., May 17.—The House 
Committee on State "Institutions will tomor- 
row report the bill making additional vro- 
vision for the insane. This question hasgiven 
the Legislature a good deal of trouble. It is 
conceded on all sides that the necessity 
exists fora very material enlargement of the 
capacity of the State hospitals, but a difference 
of opinion exists as to the best method of 
meeting the demand. In the first place, the 
homeopathists have had, as they thought, a 
favorable opportunity to secure a recognition 
for that school of medical practice. They 
introduced a bill, duplicate copies of 
which were placed in the hands of Mr. 
Vinton (Democrat) are Mr. Whitehead 
(Republican), and both copies were intro- 
duced, though they are alike letter for letter. 
One of tham was sent to the Committee on 
Public Charities and the other to the Commit- 
tee on State Institutions. 

This bill provides forthe creation of a new 
institution to be located west of the Illinois 
River and known as the Northwestern Hos- 
pital for the Insane. All patients are to be 
sent to it who express a preference for the 
homeopathic rather than the regular treat- 
ment, and patients who prefer that mode of 
treatment are to be transferred to it from the 
other State hospitals. [he meeting of the 
Homeopathic Medical Association at Spring- 
field this week has given the doctors a chance 
to press their views upon the committee with 
success. As will be noted this is a proposition 
to create a new institution upon the same 
basis as those at Elgin, Kankakee, Jackson- 
ville, and Anna, 

But Mr. Anthony has also introduced a 
bill which proceeds upon a different theory. 
What he wants is an asylum for the chronic 
insane to which nic patients shail be 
transferred from county almshouses and 
from the State hospitais and kept there until 
they recover or die. The counties complain 
that the patients are returned to them who 
will not recover and that they have no proper 
facilities for caring for them and that this is 
an evil which requires correction. Mr. An- 
thony believes that his bill more fully meets 
the wishes of the county authorities than does 
the homeopathic bill. The House Committee 
on State Institutions has had both these 
measures under consideration for two orthree 
months and has delayed action until now. 

A third proposition, which some support 
in that committee and at one time a 
likely to carry, is to enla Northern 
Hospital for the Insane at Elgin. A pe 
of the committee, it is ——— will report 
in favor of that scheme. But no bill has been 
formulated embodying it, and the authorities 
of the Elgin Hospital do not desire it, believ- 
ing that the capacity — the institution is al- 
ready sufficiently — 

The committee has decided i in favor of the 
Northwestern Hospital to be managed by the 
homeopathists and will report a bill making 
the capacity of the institution 800 and appro- 
priating $350,000, which is to be in full for the 
completion and preparation for the reception 
of patients. Mr. Wines, the Secretary of the 
State Board of Charities, when asked his 
opinion as to this figure, replied that Be 
thought it would de insufficient; 
pointed out that if insufficient, under * on. law 
governing the expenditure of appropriations 
by the State charitable institutions, none of 
the money appropriate would be available 
for the purpose for which the appropriation is 
made, but the entire amount will have to re- 
main in the State Treasury undrawn for the 
next two years. 

Mr. Wines has given a virtual pledge that if 
the new institution is given a capacity of 800the 
Cook County Insane Asylum at Dunning shall 
be closed up within the next two years, or at 
least only a modicum of patients left there. 
Cook County will receive the benefit of one- 
third of whatever provision may be made 
since she has one-third of the population of 
the State, under the census of 1890, When 
this question comes up for discussion in the 
House there will be several fights over it. The 
penurious members, especially from counties 
which do not feel ‘the pressure for additional 
accommodation for the insane, will oppose 
any appropriation. A large majority is be- 
lieved to be in favor of an appropriation, but 
some of the friends of the measure will no 
doubt wish to vote asmaller sum of money. 
Then the clause providing for homeopathic 
control will be fought by the regular physi- 
cians, who are to have their State convention 
in Springfield during the coming week, and it 
will be their turn to have a hearing. 

The coming week in the General Assembly 
will probably be characterized by prolonged 
sessions of the House and Senate and the 
transaction of a large amount of legislative 
business. The World’s Fair bill and the Lake- 
Front bill will be the two leading subjects for 
consideration this week. Wednesday the 
World’s Fair bill will come up as a special or- 
der in the Senate, and the discussion is ex- 

to be animated. There is much doubt, 
owever, that the bill will be ‘sent to third 
reading by the Senate in substantially its 
preseut form—fora millipn-dollar appropria- 
tion to be expended under the direction and 
control of the State Board of Agriculture. In 
the House the World’s Fair bill is also on the 
order of second reading and is liable to be- 
come the subject of a parliamentary wrangle 
at any time.

Stable’s Terrible Experience on 
the Top of an Electric-Light Tower. 
Prrranund, Pa., May 17.—Michael Stable, 
an inspector employed by the City of Alle 
gheny to look after the tall electric-light 
towers, was putting in a carbon in one of the 
lamps at Monterey street and North avenue.

JOHN A. KASSON EULOGIZES BISMARCK. 


His Energy the Excess of Patriotism, Not 
Tyranny—a Great Peacemaker, 

Bavrmmore, Md., May 17.—John A. Kasson 
concluded his course 8 Pome His- 
tory of Diplomacy by of career 
of Prince Bismarck and the unification of 
Germany. I have spoken chiefly,” said Mr. 
Kasson, of that diplomacy of Bismarck 
which was specially consecrated to the inter- 
est and the glory of his own country. But 
much of it has been dedicated to the advan- 
tage of Europe at large. No part of his ca- 
reer exhibits a more magnificent exhibition 
of diplomatic ability t his success- 
ful efforts after war with 
and consolidation of the German 
Empire to secure German European 
peace. He won over the friendship of Aus- 
tria, his late enemy, and the friendship of 
Italy, also his late enemy, and combined them 
with each other in a grand fraternal alliance 
for self-defense and for the peace of Europe. 
Perhaps none of his at achievements so 
convinced the entire European world ot the 
incomparable resources of this statesman as 
that unexpected escape from the then danger- 
ous situation of Germany between angry 
France and offended Russia. His own mon- 
arch opposed this practical declaration of his 
independence of the Czar, and for eight days 
the Chancelior’s resignation lay in the Cab- 
inet of tne Emperor William, as alterna- 
tive of his master’s reluctant approval of the 
new alliance with Austria. here is no 
grander object on this round world of ours 
than a great man who sees clearly, works vig- 
orously, and triumphs nobly. 

„Until his retirement from office the influ- 
ence of the German Chancellor has ly 
preserved peace in presence of all 
threatening questions. No statesman has ever 
exercised so strong a personal influence over 
alien monarchs and Cabinets as he. I have 
seen curious reflections of this influence when 
Ambassadors and Envoys were assembled in 
his official palace after a state dinner. Light- 
ing his meerschaum and sipping the mug of 
beer before him, he sat like some patriarchal 
teacher in the midst of reverent scholars, 
while the notable diplomatists of all nations 
listened with respect and veneration, even 
when he talked only ot his farms, his pigs, and 
his turnips. 

„He has been a great wer in the world, 
believing in God, and in main desiring to 
benefit man. He has sometimes passed be- 
yond the bounds of international equity in 
serving his country, but he did it from excess 
of patriotism, not from the love of tyranny. I 
have even entertained the hope that had he 
remained a few years longer in his high office 
he might have conducted all Europe, except 
— to partis) disarmament by an exten- 
sion of the defensive league for the preserva- 
tion of peace on the continent and by means 
of the regulations which in the Congo confer- 
e.ce he had indorsed for the avoidance of 
wars in the new colonial rivalry of European 
powers. 


THE TINPLATE INDUSTRY. 


Some Comments by Western Authorities 
on the Subject.

Mr. Charles Knight of the Excelsior Manu- 
facturing company says: The papers may 
be right as far as I personally know regarding 
the alleged deception b tern tinplate 
manufacturers, but Mr. Niedringhaus is mak- 
ing tin at his works in this city. The quanti- 
ty, however, is small—only twenty-five boxes 
a day. The black sheets, Mr. Knight said, 
‘cost between 334 cents are 3}¢ cents a pound. 
I think that labor, wastage, and tin metal 
would add 3 cents for the dipping. That 
would make 64% cents for the manufacture 
without the expense of placing on the market. 

present market price of tinplate of the 
grade calculated upon is about 6 cents a 
pound.“ 

At present the entire output of the great 
Niedringhaus tinplate factory is handled by a 
single Welshman, who, with three boys and 
two other gentlemen, represents the American 
labor engaged in this 1 industry west of 
the Alleghanies. Mr, Niedringhaus is under- 
stood to making arrangements to furnish 
sample American tin cups to Republican 
Ulubs for 1892. The Democrats ought to show

MORE RAIN IS NEEDED. 


The Weather of Last Week Was Unfavora- 
ble for Growing Crops. 
Wasmxdrox, D. C., May 17.—The*week was 
cool throughout the Southern States and on 
the Pacific coast, the deficiency in tempera-
